Camp McKinley, Aug. 17—Before

soldiers, as they used to call them out 
west. 


The camp began to take shape near- 


ly a week ago, for handling a division 
is a matter of days not hours. The 
latter half of last week was indeed a 
time as bu=y as even this present week 
can be, thct-gh 'the busy ones were few 
iir number. They were the Engineers 
laying out the camp and then a little 
later the advance details working on 
the lines the engineers had made. 
There is nothing of haphazard, or 
chance about Camp Wm, McKinley. 
It was all thought out. 


Newark people are more or less con- 


cerned with the apperance of the 
state's tented fields, but some changes 
will be enacted thte year.,from former 
years. These are due entirely to the 
fact that this year's camp is larger 
'than former ones. Heretofore not more 
than one bridage has camped at once, j 
This year nearly two and a half bri 
gades, if it may be so stated, are to- 
gether. Heretofore the field within 
the octagon has been kept clear for 
parades, reviews and drills. This year 
that field is thickly dotted with tents

of overtopping interest is dress parade 
or review. So at will be welcome news | 
to thousands that the camp of 1903 will 
not be lacking in that feature. Thero ( 
will be legimental dress parades daily,' 
except when bigger pageants are on 
the program; there will be brigade re- 
views of both brigades on probably 
two days at least and there will be at 
least one division review. This last 
will be a distinct novelty.

Sunday at daylight saw the arrival

MAIL DELIVERING DEVICE. 


Automatic llncblnc Designed Espe- 


cially For Rural Service. 


Nelson S. Howell of Gumming, Madi- 


son county. Ia., has a working model 
eighty rods long of an automatic mail 
delivery 
and 
collection 
apparatus, 


which is built according to a device 
which be recently had patented and is 
working satisfactorily, says a dispatch 
from Red Oak, la., to the Chicago Rec- 
ord-Herald. It is designed especially 
for rural mail service, supplanting car- 
riers, but seeins to be capable of devel- 
opment to an extent that would do 
away with many of the country post 
offices and centralize the handling of 
mail to a groat extent, expediting the 
service, reducing the number of car 
ricrs and clerks and givaily reducing 
expense. 


The apparatus consists of an endless 


cable, carried on poles and delivering 
and collecting mail by clockwork. The 
cable in a line thirty miles long can 
bo operated by a one and a naif horse 
power gasoline engine, and the cable 
can be operated at a speed which will 
permit as marry deliveries in a day as 
are desired. The power is applied by a 
drum. The dv-liveries are regulated au- 
tomatically. For instance, if there are 
fifty patrons 0:1 the endless chain route ' 
the mail pouch of No. 1 drops at his 
mail box, while tne other forty-nine 
pouches are carried on, each dropping ( 
at its re=spei-me place. The collections t 
are also m;;de automatically. The ap- 
paratus is r.ot intricate and does not 
readily get out of order.

The 
two young women, who heretofore had 
been quiet and modest, began singing 
wild songs at all hours of the night. 
They beat upon the walls, shouted 
from the windows, and apprehensive 
neighbors on the same floor say they 
heard them several times plotting to 
sprinkle kerosene on the floors and 
set the house afire. 


With two swords which they inher- 


ited from their father, who was a sol- 
dier, the women indulged in fencing 
bouts. So fiercely did they fence that 
they inflicted serious wounds on one 
another, while the 
clashing of the 


weapons disturbed the sleep of resi 
dents in the house. 


Both sisters have occupieC the aparc 


ments for nearly four years. 
They 


were always reserved and quiet anc 
rarely had visitors. Two brothers liv 
ed with them up to a year ago. The 
brothers and sisters came here from 
California. The elder brother a year 
ago went to California and is now said 
to be traveling about the world as an 
agent for a large commercial house in 
this city. The sisters said that their 
younger brother, Henry, had enlisted 
in the navy three months ago.

William Miller, better 
known as 


"Skitzie" Miller, who is well known 
in Newark, made his escape from the 
Ohio penitentiary Saturday evening. 
The escape was the result of his tak- 
ing advantage of the confidence re- 
posed in him by the officers of the 
prison. 


"Skitzie' was received at the prison 


from Franklin county on June 23,1900, 
to serve a 15 year sentence for man- 
slaughter. 
The crime he committed 


was the murder of Annie Mooney, his 
mistress. The woman wrote him a note 
on the day of the crime in which she 
told him she would not meet him at 
the place designated, but at that hour 
would be with Darby O'Harra at a 
certain place on Fifth street. 


Miller had been drinking that day, 


and without any delay he proceeded to 
arm himself with a revolver. He went 
to No. 384 South 
Seventh street, 


where Annie happened to be, and flred 
two shots into her. one taking effect in 
the brain and the other in her back. 
Sho lived a few hours and died in the 
brothel where she was killed. 


Miller made his escape and was 


finally captured in a Hocking Valley 
train by Detectives Wolf and Hamer. 
After being landed at the city prison 
he had delirium tremens, and it re- 
quired great care to prevent him com- 
mitting suicide. 


After Miller reached the prison to 


commence his 15 year sentence he "was 
a most excellent prisoner, and was giv- 
en a position in the prison fire depart- 
ment. For years it has been a part of 
the duties of that department to keep 
Spring street clean in. front of the 
prison. Each Saturday afternoon, the 
street is flushed with hose, and that 
was the %vork Miller had been doing 
when he made his escape. The other 
men, for some unknown reason were 
not with him, and after the work had 
been clone he remained about the pris- 
on for some hours. Just when he took 
"French leave" is not known, but he 
was missed about 8:30 p. m.. when 
"the police of the city were notified 
to be on the lookout for him. He was 
seen around the prison about a half 
hour prior to the time he was missed 
at least that is the claim made by 
some of the other prisoners. 


Miller is a powerful man, and can 


easily be identified. He has been the 
sparring partner of Buck Steizcr, and 
is very handy with his fists. 


He is an applicant for parole, and 


the indications are that he would have 
been granted his freedom within a 
short time had he not violated his 
privileges as a trusty. He ha:; rela- 
tives living in. the southern part of 
the city.
